REMARKS. 


How to best manage our rural schools has become a seri- 
ous problem. It is almost impossible to secure a teacher of 
any ability whatever to accept a position in one of our small 
schools at the wages we are now paying, and the question of 
maintaining less schools or paying more wages is the one 
that confronts us today. 
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We believe it is for the interest of the town to provide 
schools in the “Old District Schoolhouse,” as far as possible, 
thus keeping the boys and girls at home, and not oblige the 
parents to leave the farm in order to be able to send their 
children to school. 

During the past year we have maintained four schools in 
town and paid the teacher of the Windsor school for teach- 
ing the scholars in the Dole district. 

Two of these schools had only two terms of I1 weeks 
each, and the two village schools had three terms, one ag- 
gregating 29 weeks and the other 31, making an average for 
the four schools of only 23 weeks each. 

We believe some arrangement should be made whereby © 
each scholar should receive at least 30 weeks’ schooling dur- 
ing the year, and that parents should see to it that their 
children are not deprived of any of the school opportunities | 
now at their command, doing all in their power to better the 
conditions, lengthen the schools, and make them more 
beneficial. 

It has been our aim to get the best results possible for the. 
money expended and while most of our teachers have been 
faithful and earnest in their work some did not a ae the 
responsibility that rested upon them,
